Change of guard 


coming_in NSW 





Soccer supporters old 
enough to think back al- 
most three decades will 
recall a time when the 
NSW federation was the 
most radical, nay, revolu- 
tionary, organisation in 
the land. 

It was a group of soccer vi- 
sionaries that launched this 
organisation in 1957, marking 
a clean break from the stultify- 
ing cronyism which marked 
the NSW and Australian Soccer 
Associations 

lt is now history that the 
fledgling federation carried 
all before it, ushering in a 
golden era of Australian soc- 
cer, marked by brilliant im- 
ports, the blossoming of 
hugely talented young Austra- 
lians, crowds of a size which 
are in the realm of dreams 
these days. 

For this reason it is doubly 
sad to have witnessed over the 
past couple of decades the de- 
cline of this once august body 

To put it very gently, the 
NSW federation has not been 
the most dynamic sporting 
organisation there is in the 
land. 

Now, at last, change may be 
coming. 

The election of John Con- 
stantine as president some 
time ago was the first indica- 
tion — however slight — that 
new winds may be blowing. 

The young and energetic for- 
mer president of Sydney Olym- 
pic is the type of administrator 
who deserves a bite at poten- 
tially one of the bigger jobs in 
soccer. 

His appointment, in isola- 
tion, was not enough, however, 
to allow the NSW federation to 
“blast off”. 

Now the next step is in train, 
with the pending appointment 
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of a a full-lime manager to 
head the organisation. 

Secretary Aulden Brown, 
with decades of full-time ser- 
vice behind him, will step 
down in June, we are led to 
delieve. 

The move was prompted by 
Brown's state of health, but, 
while no-one has said so open- 
ly, the federation has long been 
toying with the idea of a com- 
plete change in the image of its 
administration. 

The way is now open for this 
to be achieved painlessly. 

May Ii just say that an up- 
grading of the NSW federa- 
tion’s operations is long 
overdue and is of national 
importance. 

As in the past, so it is now 
that soccer in Australia is as 
good as the administrations in 
NSW and Victoria 

In the Premier State some- 
thing has definitely been lack- 
ing for a long, long time now. 

As for Victoria, well, others 
better qualified than I will 
have to voice an opinion 


Charlie’s Gong 


That perennial battler, 
Charlie Perkins, received 
a “gong” in the Australia 
Day Honors List. 

Well done Charles. 

As well as reaching the 
highest levels attainable in 
the Federal Public Service 
and maintaining his position 
as one of the most visible 
spokesmen on behalf of the 
Aboriginal community, Char- 
lie has also managed to retain 
his contacts with soccer over 
the years since his retire- 
ment as an active player. 

It is fair to say that his ad- 
ministrative style in the game 
closely resembles his exploits 
as a player of the bone-crunch- 
er variety, most notably with 
Pan Hellenic in Sydney. 

His most visible exploits as a 
soccer administrator were his 
outspoken criticisms over the 
years of Sir Arthur George's 
reign as ASF President and a 
memorable run-in with an ABC 
reperter at Bruce Stadium 
whom he unceremoniously at- 
tempted to put off the air in 
mid sentence because of reaj 
or perceived slurs. 

As for Sir Arthur, Charlie’s 
barbs were like water off a 
duck’s back, an anatomical pe- 
culiarity which the good knight 
has managed to turn into an art 
form over the years. 

Perkins has been at times 
touted as successor to the ASF 
presidency, but one wonders 
whether he still has an interest 
in the job, now that the jostling 
for succession is about to start 

One also wonders whether 
Charlie would have the votes! 

That his heart is in the right 
place is beyond question, nor is 





it hard to support most of the 
cures for soccer's ills which 
Perkins has been propagating 
over the years. 

He could well be the man to 
grab this stagnating sport of 
ours by the seat of its pants and 
yank it out of its torpor. 

Perkins’ obvious disdain for 
politiking of the “you scratch 
my back and I'll scratch yours” 
kind, so prevalent in Austra- 
lian sports — and not just soc- 
cer, let me emphasise — is 
another endearing 
characteristic 

But what is lacking is a mea- 
sure of patience and team- 
building ability which a man of 
Charlie's enthusiasm and vi- 
sion must have. 

After all, when you are oul 
on a limb it is hard to realise 
your dreams unless there area 
few trusted aides of proven 
ability perched there right 
alongside you

tion must wage to suc- 
ceed, but the “match” is 
far from over. 

For a time there, it seemed 
al least a little doubtful as to 
whether the Socceroos would 
play in this year’s President's 
Cup in Seoul. 

They will now, after Frank 
fought the good fight with the 
ASF’s responsible committee, 
but apparently only a small 
squad will travel to this vital 
way station on the road to 
qualifying for the 1988 Olym- 
pic Games. 

It seems that playing in a pri- 
vately promoted tournament 
against three British clubs — 
all of which have toured here 
before, some more than once, 
and with various degrees of 
distinction — was deemed in- 
dispensable for the sake of a 
few bucks. 

But, at feast our boys will get 
a taste of he Olympic city’s at- 
mosphere and meet a varied 
group of opponents from all 
corners of the globe. 

As for the Brits, I can imag- 
ine them being drawcards in 
Perth, where international vis- 
its are still a special occasion. 

But why foist them on Syd- 
ney and Melbourne again? 

And will we have to put up 
with the inanities fed to the 
public trying to explain away 
the absence of big names? 

Hands up anyone in Austra- 
lia who still believes that off- 
season tours by British, 
especially English clubs, are 
anything more than holiday 
jaunts, rudely interrupted by 
the occasional kickabouts mas- 
querading as international soc- 
cer matches

; race, religion, creed, 


birth, status and inherited 
Privilege all count for 
nothing next to talent, 
determination and 
courage. 

Nobody has ever become a 
world champion pole vaulter 
because his father was rich 
and few, if any, of the great 
soccer stars, tennis players, 
track heroes, jockeys and 
others have reached the top 
through their family’s 
influence. 

Sport is democratic even in 
its appearance: when you see 
asia on audios fencers 
on the piste, fron players 
in the mud or eel-like teen- 
agers in the swimming pool, 
they all wear the same appro- 
Priate outfit and gear. 

This is the very essence of 
the great sporting contests, 
such as the Olympic Games 
where, at least in theory, all 
competitors have equal op- 
portunity to triumph. 

if the character of a sport- 
ing contest is truly democrat- 
ic — perhaps egalitarian is a 
better word though | fear this, 
having been abused by all 
sorts of extremist groups over 
the years — then the running 
of most sports is, to say the 
least, autocratic. 


To give you an easy exam- 
ple, it has puzzled me many 
times in the past that our soc- 
cer administators are, funda- 
mentally, unelected people. 

They are not elected by the 
soccer fratemity as such, not 
by the spectators, fans and 
often not even by the whole 
club memberships. 

Yet they, in turn, elect 
among themselves their own 
executive, a president, a 
chairman perhaps and then go 
on governing the sport, for 
better or worse. 

in our political system, 
every government has an op- 
position: in sporting adminis- 
trations there are no 
oppositions. Opponents, per- 
haps but not the type of “loyal 
opposition” the Westminster 
system is based on. 

in fact, people who criticize 
any ruling administration ara 
not even referred to as oppo- 
sition but as enemy, fit to be 
burmed at the stakes. 

! often wonder what would 
happen if, once, a sporting 
organisation — let's say the 
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ASF — decided to elect its 
president through truly dem- 
ocratic means, a plebiscite 
held among all fans. 

What if two, three or more 
candidates would run for of- 
fice, forced to announce a 
platform, a policy and some 
firm ideas — a true presiden- 
tial election, as in the USA, 
rather than being “‘crowned”’ 
by a dozen or so cronies, 

All this is, of course, day- 
dreaming; no such election 
methods are ever likely in any 
sport, here or overseas. 

Nobody needs to fear. Go 
back to sleep,

Socceros fans hoping to see 
former national team stars 
Jim Patikas, Eddie Krncevic 
and David Mitchell returning 
from Europe to take part in 
Australia’s hectic interna- 
tional schedule needn't hold 
their breaths. 


“There's no chance in the 
world of getting releases for 
these players,” said Arok. 


“They are professionals 
now, and I'm afraid their clubs 
don't think that Olympic quali- 
fying games are important 
enough to allow them to play 
for their country. If you're 
playing a World Cup qualifying 
match then you can get them 
— 48 hours before the game at 
the earliest. 


“We can jump up and down 
all we like but it won't do any 
good. There isn’t a thing that 
can be done about it,” 
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“I’m a pretty impatient 
guy. I don’t want to wait 
until ’'m 40 to get the 
number one spot in the 
national team. Jeff 
Olver’s playing pretty 
well right now, but I'll be 
pushing as hard as! can to 
knock him off.” 

So says Sydney Croatia’s new 
goalkeeper Tony Franken, 
signed for a $12,000 transfer 
fee from Canberra. 

It was a coup for Croatia 
which fended off Brunswick 
Juventus, Sydney City Ha- 
koah, APIA Leichhardt and 
Marconi while it came to 
terms with the 22-years-old 
West Australian. 

“I know I've got a lot of time 
left to grab that national team 
spot but I've never really been 
given a chance to establish my- 
self in the side,” said Franken. 

“Right now I see myself as 
Australia’s second choice goal- 
keeper but I'm hoping that will 
change.” 

One thing that’s certain to 
change is the amount of fans 
chanting Franken's name this 
year and that's going to be a 
real buzz for him. 
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“It's great already to be play- 
ing in front of 5,000 people and 
that’s just in pre-season games. 
When the league starts we'll 
get 10,000 to 15,000 at our 
games. I can't wait.” 

Franken was born in Fre- 
mantie and played with Mel- 
vilie as a junior. His first 
contract was with East Fre- 
mantle Tricolore and he made 
his senior debut in the West 
Australian State League when 
he was 16 

He represented Western 
Australia throughout junior 
ranks but his first big break 
came in 1981 at the national 
youth champtonships in 
Canberra. 

“That's where Jim Shoulder 
Spotted me and offered me a 
place at the Institute of Sport. 
The two years ! spent there 
were the best of my life. 
Shoulder and Ron Smith 
taught us everything about 
being professional players 
and it gave me the best 
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grounding possible to break 
into the National League,” 
said Franken, 

It also provided a spring- 
board for Franken's elevation 
to the national youth team and 
he regards his experiences in 
the World Youth Champion- 
ships in Mexico in 1983 as the 
highlight of his career. 

Franken joined Canberra for 
the 1984 season and also took 
up a job as a specialist goal- 
keeping coach at the institute, 
a position he retains today 
where he plavs an integral part 
in the development of Peter 
Gunning and David Mower. 

“Peter and David both have 
enormous potential. This is 
their second year at the insti- 
tute and they're both on the 
fringe of national youth team 
selection. I've got high hopes 
for them," 

The AIS team will play in the 
Victorian State League this 
season but the move hasn’t 
been welcomed by the Mel- 
bourne Press and national 
youth coach Les Scheinfiug is 
highly critical of it. The AIS 
matches won't be for points so 
Scheinflug believes that they'll 
lack the competitiveness es- 
sential to the development of 
the AIS players, 

Franken thinks otherwise 

“Okay, we're not playing for 
points but the AIS games will 
involve prizemoney which will 
give them a competitive edge. I 
think that local businesses are 
putting up about $500 a game 
and there's talk about getting a 
big sponsor to cover travel 
costs.” 

Franken spent three seasons 
with Canberra, which was one 
of 10 clubs dumped from the 
National League last year 
They were great seasons for 
Franken, who received rave 
reviews, but they were lean 
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times for his club. 

“The constant changes 
didn’t help. The club’s biggest 
downfall was not working on 
stabilising the coaching situa- 
tion and that was really dis- 
ruptive for all the players. 

“Everyone was really disap- 
pointed last year that we didn't 
stay in the National League. 
We didn't buy enough players 
and we were trying to produce 
young players at the wrong 
time. As a result we were very 
inconsistent.” 

Canberra has a stiff fight on 
its hands to win back its NSL

Status. To do So it has to win the 
NSW State League title and al- 
ready Blacktown looms as a gi- 
ant hurdle among others. But 
Franken remains optimistic. 
“Augusto Palacios is Canber- 
ra’s player-coach and he’s 
bringing over a sweeper and a 
striker from Peru to strength- 
en the side. I think he's only

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@ Andy Deeley: 


“Big Laurie (McKinna) might be 
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the starter and me and Dougie (Brown) might be the 
guys fighting for our places.” 
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Andy Deeley doesn’t 
have problems knocking 
in the goals but he some- 
times has problems 
knocking out windows. 
That’s why he missed a 
training session with Hei- 
delberg last week and was 
fined. 

“Well, we was knocking out 
this woman's windows, you see, 
and sometimes you have prob- 
lems putting in the new ones. 
Well, we had problems and I 
couldn't just walk away and 
leave these bloody big holes in 
this woman's walls now, could 
I? That's why I couldn’t get to 
training,” said the New Zea- 
land international. 

Deeley chuckles about it, in 
fact he laughs a lot. There’s a 
carefree, take-it-or-leave-it 
manner about the man but 
give him half a chance inside 
the opposition penalty area 
and he’s the kind of cold, cal- 
culating customer that gives 
goalkeepers nightmares. 

He doesn't even know how 
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much Heidelberg will fine him 
and he doesn't seem 
concerned. 

“T'll just have to wait and see 
what’s in my next pay packet,” 
he says, then chuckles, 

Most observers expect Dee- 
ley to be an automatic starter 
for Heidelberg this year with 
new signing Laurie McKinna 
from Box Hill and former Ma- 
kedonia and South Melbourne 
Hellas star Doug Brown vying 
for the other striker’s role 
whenever coach Roy MacLar- 
en uses a 4-4-2 formation, Dee- 
ley, though, doesn't see it that 
way 

“The way I see it, I think that 
big Laurie might be the starter 
and me and Dougie might be 
the guys fighting for our 
places. 

“I'm used to playing off a big 
guy, a target man. I think that’s 
where you'll get the best out of 
me but that’s something for the 
coach to work out. All I can say 
is that whatever success I've 
had has been when I've played 
in that role. I don't mind going 
and fetching the ball but when 
things have been going right 
for me it’s been when there's a 
big guy alongside me that the 
other lads can hit with the 
ball.” 

Gisborne City must have had 
a big lad to hit with the ball last 
year. Deeley won the 1986 
Golden Boot award as the lead- 
ing scorer in New Zealand. He 


















notched 18 league goals and 
won the Players’ Player of the 
Year award too. 

Australian fans first noticed 
him during the Tasman Cup se- 
ries Jast year, He was New Zea- 
land's most dangerous forward 
in both matches and it was his 
goal that gave the Kiwis a draw 
in Auckland. Straight after that 
match at the Mount Smart Sta- 
dium, the Australian news- 
papers reported that 
Heidelberg had signed Deeley. 
That also was all the talk dur- 
ing the build-up to the game 
which had him more than a bit 
perplexed. 

“I knew absolutely nothing 
about the move. I didn’t know 
what Heidelberg was or 
where they were. After the 
game in Auckland two New 
Zealand reporters came up to 
me and asked me what was 
going on. I told them I didn’t 
have a bloody clue, ther an 
Australian reporter walked 
up to us and said: ‘No prob- 
lems about Heidelberg. You'll 
get plenty of money there, ‘I 
didn’t know what to say. You 
Should have seen the looks on 
the faces of the Kiwi report- 
ers. They thought I'd been 
having them on.” 

But Deeley had known of 
Maclaren's interest in him 
Maclaren, who spent some 
time on the Aston Villa coach- 
ing staff before coming to Aus- 
tralia last year, phoned 
Deeley. Maclaren was coach- 
ing Northcote then in the Vic- 
torian State League and 
Deeley's business partner and 
close friend Kenny Drakeford 
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I think he’! adopt a South 
American approach which 
means that we'll see a more 
skilful Canberraa in 1987. I 
hope it works out that way at 
least.” 

Doug Collins, Roy Thomson 
and Steve Bryant were Fran- 
ken’s coaches at Canberra. 

“Doug Collins had a lot of 
good ideas. They were based 
on the UK style of football. We 
had a definite team plan and it 
was the most organised season 
I've had in senior soccer 

“Roy (Thomson) was a very 
good friend but he wasn’t giv- 
en a fair go by the club. He 
was made the scapegoat for 
the team’s performances. He 
Was a really straightforward 
type of guy. It was no-holds 
barred with Roy. You knew 
exactly where you stood with 
him. 


“When Roy was sacked I 
think that Steve Bryant let the 
club know that he had ambi- 
tions to coach and they offered 
him the job. It was very hard 
for him — we had to play the 
top four or five sides as soon as 
he took over. Steve didn’t do 
much coaching as such. He was 
more of a manager." 

Brunswick Juventus, Sydney 
City Hakoah, APIA Leichhardt, 
Marconi and Sydney Croatia 
made their moves late last 
year. Franken made it clear 
that he wanted to remain 
based in Canberra throughout 
1987, the final year of a sports 
studies and coaching degree he 
hopes will eventually lead to 
teaching. 

So why did Croatia win the 
race to clinch his signature? 

“J first spoke to Croatia’s 
president Tony Basic and | 
was impressed straight away, 
He explained to me exactly 
what was expected and I liked 
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was playing at Northcote. Dee- 
ley, however, didn't even know 
that Maclaren had become 
coach of Heidelberg when the 
story broke, but when after 
agreeing terms with the club, 
he finally arrived in Australia 
on January 5 this year. 

“I trained the next day and 
my first impressions were that 
Australia was a land of green 
hills because that’s all I saw for 
the first few sessuons. Green 
hills and more green hills that 
you had to run up and down, 

“There're quite a few things 
different to what I’m used to. 
I'm not used to supporters turn- 
ing up to watch you at training 
and of course, this big Greek 
derby thing between us and 
South Meibourne Hellas.” 

Deeley’s first taste of what 
always has been a grudge 
match came last Saturday 
night when Hellas beat Heidel- 
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that. I then spoke to the 
coach, Vedran Rozic, and he 
was very, very professional, 
Croatia realised that this 
probably is my last year at 
college and that I'd have to 
Stay in Canberra but at the 
end of the year I'll be able to 
move to Sydney.” 

Or Melbourne. 

Franken has signed a one- 
year contract with Croatia and 
he has a maximum transfer fee 
Clause of $12,000. If he can be 
employed in the sports studies 
field in Victoria he'd probably 
accept the post. That would 
send some Melbourne clubs 
into a frenzy as they clamored 
for his signature. After all, 
$12,000 for one of the finest 
goalkeepers in Australia is a 
far from prohibitive price tag. 

Franken has made 15 Soc- 
céroo appearances. His first, in 
1984, was with the national B 
team against Glasgow Rangers 
at the MCG. He made substi- 
tute appearances last year 
against the Victorian All Stars 
and the South Australian All 
Stars and was in the starting 
line-up of Australia's clash 
with Canton in China but made 
way for Mike Gibson of St. 
George at half time. 

He made seven national 
youth appearances, three in 
full internationals —- against 
Mexico, Scotland and South 
Korea in 1983. 


Franken expects Sydney 
Croatia to do big things in 1987. 

“We lost 1-0 to Olympic in a 
friendly and they looked a 
great side. 1 couldn’t pick a 
weakness in their line-up, but 
don’t worry about Croatia — 
we'll be up there. We've got a 
great blend of experience and 
youth and we'll be very, very 
competitive. 1 can assure you 
of that.” 
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berg 2-1 in the Buffalo Cup. 
The crowd that night, just over 
6,000, was the biggest Deeley 
had played in front of at club 
level. 

“It was a pretty good atmo- 
sphere and even though we 
got beat I thought that we 
played quite well. The Greek 
lads in our side got stuck right 
in and to be honest, I thought 
that Hellas would be better 
than they were. I mean, if you 
believe some of the things you 
read in the papers, then 
they’re the team to beat this 
year but they didn’t really im- 
press me.” 

“We'll do alright. All the lads 
have got their heads down and 
they’re giving it their best shot. 
You can’t ask for more than 
that.” 

Coming to Heidelberg is a 
major move for Deeley and his 
wife who is expecting their 
first child in about a week's 
time. While he's playing here, 
the NZ national team is playing 
a Soviet Union club and fur- 
ther games are planned 
against Everton and Norway 
before what he calls the “seri- 
ous matches”, the Olympic 
preliminary qualifying games, 
get underway 

“While I’m over here there 
might be some guy doing me 
out of a place in the New Zea- 
land side. You never know. I 
just hope that I get a call-up for 
the Olympic qualifying 
games.” 


Deeley was born in the West 
Midlands in Engtand. Ask him 
about his football career over 
there and he'll say there’s not 
mitch to tell. 

“I was just bumming about 
the Southern League. I had a 
few trial games with a few 
clubs but nothing worth talking 
about.” 


Those few clubs included 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
and West Bromwich Albion. 

“Drakey (Kenny Drakeford) 
was in New Zealand and his 
club, Dunedin, asked me to 
come over. It was like a breath 
of fresh air for me to tell you 
the truth. 1 was in a bit of a rut 
back home.”’ 


That was in 1983. Just over 
three years later Deeley had 
become 2 New Zealand citizen 
&nd an international. Now he's 
trying to establish himself in 
the West End NSL. If he fails 
he might return to New 
Zealand 


“Yeah, if things don’t work 
out over here I suppose I can 
g0 back over there.

He is struggling to maintain a regular spot in the Tottenham 
Midfield DUL that doesn’t bother him. 

“I'll play for as long as I can,” said the 34-year-old. “I'll play 
till T fall down, YH play until I don’t enjoy it anymore, 

“T have no plans to retire. I know lam approaching the end of 
my playing days but I will go on and I'll decide exactly what to 
do at the end of this season.” 

Ardiles, the brilliant fulcrum of Argentina's 1978 World Cup- 
winning side, is currently a free agent. 

His renewed zest for the game following a string of injuries 
has impressed Tottenham manager David Pleat and led to sev- 
eral enquiries. So far, they have been resisted. 

“Ardiles is an exceptional fellow,” said Pleat. ‘He is tremen- 
dously fit and very skilful and full of ability. He is a big influence 
on younger players. But I don’t know what we shall do come the 
end of the season,” 

Ardiles, while happy to reflect on a career that has mixed 
triumph and sadness on both sides of the Atlantic, prefers to 
think positively of the future. 

“I have not missed a match or a training session this season. I 
am at and J think I am doing well to compete for a place 
alongside all the international players at Tottenham,” he said. 

Modesty sits easily with Ardiles who added an English FA Cup 
winner's medal to his collection of international honors in 1981. 

Asked to discuss the greatest players he has seen in his career, 
he refused to consider himself, picking his friend and compatri- 
ot Diego Maradona ahead of Pele, Johan Cruyff and Franz 
Bechanbauer. 

Ardiles thinks that Maradona is the greatest he has seen, 
wielding more influence on a World Cup-winning side than 
any previous player. 

The two chat regularly on the telephone, discussing the game 
for which they share a typical Argentine passion. Ardiles be- 
lieves Maradona may move to England, probably to Tottenham, 
a when his current contract with Napoli expires in 1988. 

If such a move took place, the frail-looking man with the looks 
of a tango dancer and mind of a lawyer would be Maradona’s 
perfect adviser. 

Ardiles has maintained a deep attachment to Tottenham since 
first joining the club, together with fellow Argentine internation- 
al and close friend Ricardo Villa, in 1978. 

> a The pair had been room-mates during Argentina’s World Cup 
campaign and both had shared an ambition to play in Europe — 
but not, as Ardiles freely admits, England. 

“I wanted to go to Europe. Like all footballers in Argentina, 
we always believed we were the best in the world, but until 

% 1978 we never had anything to show for it. But, to tell you the

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truth, I did not think about England. I expected to go to France 
or Spain,” he said. 

> Italy would have been at the top of Ardiles’ list if the Italian 
borders had not been closed to soccer imports at that time. 

His plans changed when he met then-Tottenham manager 
Keith Burkinshaw at a Buenos Aires hotel. 

+ “We went together — Ricky and I — and met a quiet man who 
talked to us. He put everything on the table. It was the first real 
+ offer. So we decided to go. I knew nothing about England.” 

Burkinshaw and Argentina’s World Cup manager Cesar Luis 
Menotti were to be the major influences on Ardiles’s career. 

“Menotti did something very improtant — he made us believe 
in ourselves, He said we would win the World Cup and we did.” 

One of Ardiles’s regrets in a career that has been taken him 
from Huracan to Tottenham, then to Paris Saint Germain after 
the Malvinas conflict and back again to Tottenham in 1983, is the 
failure of Argentina’s 1982 Worid Cup squad in Spain. 

» “] think that was the best team out of the last three. In 1978,

~ us, In Mexico, we had Maradona and progressed through the 
tournament,” he said,

Lasse Peterson said the idea of wearing so littie dur- 
ing the freezing blasts of the British winter was com- 
plete madness, and inevitably led to increased muscle, 
joint and cartilage strain.
